The adaptability of Armstrong’s Linoleum to any 
requirement is further shown by the fact that it is 
made in three gauges: Heavy, which is 1%” thick; 
Standard, which is 345” thick; and Light, which is 5%,” 
thick. Heavy Gauge Linoleum is made for areas sub- 
jected to severe wear, such as commercial and institu- 
tional interiors. Standard Gauge is the choice for most 
residential and light commercial areas. Light Gauge 
is primarily used in development type housing and 
apartments where initial cost is a particularly impor- 
tant consideration. 

All Armstrong’s Linoleum is made two yards wide. 
All colorings in Standard Gauge Jaspé, Raybelle, and 
Royelle, and eight colorings in Light Gauge Marbelle, 
are also made in 9” x 9” tile. 

Armstrong's Linoleum can be installed over all types 
of subfloors except those which are in direct contact 
with the ground. Grade-level and below-grade con- 
crete subfloors contain alkaline moisture which is 
harmful to linoleum and most other flooring materials.

These repeat units extend from the simple check- 
erboard, composed of alternating blocks of different 
colors, to extremely intricate designs.

dous number of repeat unit designs available, of 
which only a few are shown on these pages, assures 
an appropriate floor for most interiors. Every floor 
should be planned with the room’s use, shape, dimen- 
sions, and decorative theme clearly in mind. Gener- 
ally, the larger and less obstructed the area, the 
bolder the floor design and color contrasts. Narrow 
interiors can be made to look wider with cross-bands 
of contrasting color.

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GUSTOM DESIGN SUGGESTIONS 


Custom designs are those developed for one particu- 
lar room. They need not follow any precise mathe- 
matical pattern, but are planned solely to increase 
the beauty or serviceability of the interior, Custom 
designs are frequently worked out to minimize the 
undesirable features of architectural limitations, such 
as fixtures, columns, bays, and alcoves. They can 





identify a business with its name or trade-mark. They 
can call attention to important areas of a room or 
emphasize a distinctive decorative motif. In all cases, 
they give an interior the special distinction that 
comes only with a custom floor. Because resilient tiles 
are installed one at a time, custom effects are pos- 
sible for surprisingly little additional cost. 


At left, the custom floor directs 
traffic from patio to dining area in 
addition to adding a smart appear- 
ance to a modern kitchen. In this 
case, the material is Armstrong’s 
Rubber Tile, which can now be in- 
stalled over grade-level as well as 
suspended subfloors. Below, a cus- 
tom effect in a Linotile Floor marks 
out the work area so it can be 
kept free of obstructions. It also 
deftly accentuates the kitchen’s 
color scheme.

Even when the allover beauty of natural cork is desired, interesting effects can be 
obtained with the variety of shapes and sizes available in Armstrong’s Cork Tile.
